This  statement  prepared  for  general  distribution  is  intended  to 
supply  the  answers  to  many  of  the  questions  raised  by  the  public 
generally.    For  additional  information  write  to  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref.  WFO  4.5. 

Food  Distribution  urder  No.  45  became  effective  April  1,  1943 •  Its 
purpose  was  to  assure  necessary  supplies  of  dry  edible  beans,  peas,  and  split- 
peas  for  military  and  allied  needs.    Amendment  2,  effective  November  1,  1943, 
removed  dry  peas,  and  split-peas  from  the  order  in  tiie  set-aside  of  dry  beans 
of  designated  classes  was  reduced  from  150  percent  to  iuO  percent  of  the 
quantities  delivered  by  country  shippers  into  civilian  channels. 

Amendment  1,  effective  July  1,  1943,  and  Amendment  2,  effective 
November  I,  1943,  were,  in  effect,  revisions  as  each  wholly  replaced  the 
order  in  existence  at  the  date  of  their  issuance.    Amendment  3,  effective 
April  1,  I944-,  is  supplemental  to  Amendment  2,  affecting  only  (a)(3),  (a)(7), 
(b)(1),  (b)(7),  and  (h)  of  Amendment  2,  and  auaing  a  new  paragraph  (a)(9). 

Amendment  2,  (ay (3;  provided  that  any  person  who  performed  certain 
functions  during  any  calendar  month  of  1943  qualified  as  a  country  shipper. 
Amendment  3,  (a)(3)  provides  that  any  person  who  performs  such  functions 
during  any  calendar  month  subsequent  to  July  1,  1943,  qualifies  as  a  country 
shipper. 

Amendment  2,  (a)(7j(iii)  provided  that  "any  person  who,  pursuant  to  a 
Food  Distribution  Regulation,  is  entitled  tc  purchase  food  subject  to  this 
order"  qualified  as  a  ''governmental  agency."    In  Amendment  3,  this  sub- paragraph 
has  been  omitted,  thus  eliminating  certain  persons  and  agencies  from  classi- 
fication as  "governmental  agencies." 

In  Amendment  3y  (a)(9)  is  added  to  define  the  term  "deliveries  into 
civilian  channels."    Any  delivery  of  beans  of  the  classes  designed  in  the 
Order  to  any  person  or  agency  other  than  a  governmental  agency,  an  authorized 
purchaser  ,  a  country  shipper  or  a  person  for  use  as  feed  or  seed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions    of  (b)(7),  is  a  delivery  into  civilian  channels. 

Amendment  2,  (b)(1)"  provided  that  each  country  shipper  should,  during 
each  calendar  month,  set-asioe  and  noid  for  delivery  to  governmental  agencies, 
or  authorized  purchasers,  quantity  of  beans  equal  to  at'  |east  100  parcent 
of  all  beans  of  the  following  classes  which  h«  delivered  into  civilian  channels::

Amendment  3,  (b)(1)  provides  that  each  country  shipper  shall,  during  each 
calendar  month,  set-aside  and  hold  for  delivery  to  governmental  agencies,  or 
authorized  purchasers,  a  quantity  of  beans  equal  to  at  least  100  percent  pf 
his  total  deliveries  of  the  following  classes  into  civilian  channels:     Light  Ret 
Kidney,  Dark  Red  Kidney,.  Western  Red  Kidney,  Small  YFhite,  Pink,  and  Baby  Lima 
beansj  and  a  quantity  equal  to  at  least  25  percent  of  his  total  deliveries 
into  civilian  channels  of  beans  of  the  following  classes:     Pea,  Great  Northern, 
Flat  Small  White,  Cranberry,  Small  Red,  and  Pinto  beans. 

Amendment  2,  (b)(7)  provided  that  beans  sold  and  delivered  exclusively  fcr 
seed  purposes  in  compliance  with  State  and  Federal  seed  laws  were  not  subject 
to  the  Order*    Amendment  3,  (b)(7)  provides  that  beans  sold  for  seed  as 
specified  in  Amendment  2,  or  beans  sold  for  use  as  feed  for  poultry  or  livestock, 
shrl'i  be  exempted  from  any  set-aside  requirements,  provided  that  the  seller 
obtains,  from  the  person  purchasing  or  accepting  delivery  of  beans  for  such 
purposes,  a  certificate  in  substantially  the  form  of  Exhibit  B  attached  t* 
Amendment  3. 

Amendment  2,  (h)  provided  that  the  Director  could  release  by  general  order 
or  by  written  notices  any  or  all  beans  set-aside  by  any  country  shipper 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order,    Amendment  3,   (h)(2)  provides,  in 
addition  to  the  original  provision,  that  the  Director  may  release  any  person 
from  the  classification  of  a  "country  shipper"  upon  a  proper  showing  of  fact 
and  intent. 

On  April  20,  1944,  Food  Distribution  Order  No„  45,  which  then  consisted" 
of  Amendments  2  and  3,  was  redesignated  as  War  Food  Order  No.  45, 

Questions  and  Answers 

1.    Q  -  Against  which  deliveries  of  beans  is  a  set-aside  to  be  made  by  the 
country  shipper  under  the  provisions  of  WFO  No.  45? 

A  -  Ee  is  required  to  make  a  set-aside  against  all  deliveries  into  civilian 
Channels  of  beans  of  the  classes  designated  in  the  0rdero 


2.  Q  -  What  is  meant  by  "Deliveries  into  civilian  channels?" 

A  -  Deliveries  into  civilian  channels  are  those  made  to  any  person  or  agency 
who  does  not  qualify  as  a  "governmental  agency,"  an  "authorized 
purchaser,"  a  "country  shipper"  or  a  user  of  beans  for  feed  or  seed, 

3.  Q  -  What  deliveries  are  credited  against  the  set-aside  requirement? 

A  -  Only  deliveries  made  directly  by  country  shippers  to  governmental 

agencies  or  to  authorized  purchasers  are  credited  against  the  set-aside 
requirement. 
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4*    Q  -  Doos  a  country  shipper  obtain  a  sot-asido  credit  or  a  sct-asido  debit 
when  he  makes  a  delivery  of  beans  to  another  country  shipper? 

A  -  A  country  shipper  obtains  no  it her  a  set-aside  credit  nor  a  sot-asido 
debit  when  he  delivers  beans  to  anothor  country  shipper* 

5,  Q  -  Are  beans  ivhich  are  sold  by  one  country  shipper  to  another  country 

shipper  to  be  reported  on  Fora  FDO-45-2? 

A  -  No.    Deliveries  mado  by  ono  country  shipper  to  anothor  country  shipper 
should  not  be  reported  on  Form  FDO-45-2, 

6,  Q  -  TThat  is  tho  distinction  between  a  country  shipper  and  an  authorized 

purchaser  as  dofinod  in  "..TO-45? 

A  -  A  country  shipper  prepares  beans,  or  purchases  from  a  grov;cr  beans  that 
have  toon  prepared  for  dol ivory  in  the  dry,  uncooked  state.  An 
"authorized  purchaser"  is  a  person  who  holds  an  existing  contract  to 
sell  and  deliver  to  a  governmental  agency  products  prepared,  in  whole 
or  in  part;  from  boons »    Sach  products  induuc  such  items  as  canned 
pork  and  beans,  conned  vogetablo  stcwfi  dohydratcd  beans,  and  othor  cannod 
or  precooked  bean  products.    No  person  can  bo  considered  an  authorized 
purchaser  unless  hp  furnish© s  a  certificate  that  ho  will  uso  the  beans 
to  fulfill  a  contract  with  a  governmental  agency, 

7,  Q  -  If  a  country  shipper  delivers  to  another  country  shipper,  beans  against 

which  he  has  made  a  sot-aside,  is  the  second  country  shipper  relieved 
of  the  set-aside  requirement  on  such  beans? 

A  -  No,    V.'honovor  a  country  shipper  delivers  beans  into  civilian  channels 

he  is  required  to  roako  the  set-aside^  thereon  regardloss  of  the  sourco  of 
the  hearts  • 

8,  <J  •  TThat  dealors  are  required  to  submit  monthly  reports  on  Form  FDO-45-2? 

A  -  Any  dealer  who  has  performed  the  processing  functions  set  forth  in  tho 
definition  of  a  country  shipper,  and  v/ho  during  any  calendar  month 
subsequent  to  July  1,  1943,  has  dolivored  to  a  governmental  agency, 
an  authorized  purchaser,  or  into  civilian  channols  in  excess  of  20,000 
pounds  of  beans  of  the  classes  designated  in  WTO  No,  45, 

9,  Q  -  Is  a  dealer  v/ho  has  qualified  as  a  country  shipper  but  who  is  not  now 

functioning  as  such,  required  to  submit  these  monthly  reports? 

A  -  Yes.    So  long  as  a  dealer  is  classified  as  a  country  shipper  ho  is 

required  to  submit  monthly  reports.     If  ho  desires  to  bo  released  from 
this  classification,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  (h)(2)  of  'FO-45, 
ho  may  file  a  petition  to  the  Director  requesting  release,  and  if  the 
release  is  granted  no  further  roports  will  bo  roquirod* 

10,    Q  -  Can  boars  of  one  of  the  classes  against  which  a  25  percent  set-aside 

is  required  be  used  to  fill  governmental  requirements  for  boans  of  tho 
classes  against  which  a  100  porcont  sot-aside  is  now  required? 
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10.  A  -  N6.    There  is  no  transfer  of  set-aside  credit  between  the  two  groups 

for  set  aside  required  on  and  after  April  1,  1944.    For  example, 
deliveries  of  Pea  beans,  or  any  other  class  of  beans  in  the  25  percont 
group  cannot  be  used  to  fulfill  set-aside  obligations  against  Small  !7hite 
beans  or  any  other  class  of  beans  in  the;  100  percent  group.  .  However, 
any  class  of  beans  in  the  25  percent  group  can  be  used  to  fulfill  sot- 
aside  obligations  against  any  other  class  within  this  group,  and  any 
class  of  beans  in  the  100  percent  group  can  be  used  to  fulfill  the 
set-aside  obligation  against  any  other  class  within  that  group. 

11.  Q  -  How  is  a  sot-aside  balance  carried  over  from  liarch  31,  1944  to  be 

handled? 

A  -  The  country  shipper  will  be  permitted  to  enter  the  sot-aside  balance 
in  column  (a)  or  column  (b)  of  the  new  report  form  which  provides  a 
separate  column  for  each  of  the  two  groups  of  set-asido  classes  of  beans, 
or,  if  he  prefers,  be  may  onter  a  part  of  the  set-aside  balance  in 
each  column.    Thus,  a  country  shipper  may  set  up  his  reports  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  apply  deliveries  of  either  or  both  groups  of  beans 
against  the  set-aside  balance  carried  forward  from  item  9  of  his 
March  report.    After  the  balance  has  been  entered  in  the  selected 
column  on  the  April  report,  it  may  not  to  transferred  to  the  other 
column  except  by  obtaining  permission  from  the  Order  Administrator* 
Instructions  covering  the  handling  of  the  set-aside  balance  on  the 
April  report  v/ill  be  sent  out  with  tac  nexr  report  forms*

Part  1491 — Beans 

restrictions  on  deliveries  of  beans 

War  Food  Order  No.  45,  as  amended 
(8  F.R.  14880,  9  F.R.  4319),  is  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1491.1  Beans  required  to  be  set 
aside — (a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Beans" 
means  dry  threshed  beans  of  the  follow- 
ing classes,  as  defined  in  the  United 
States  Standards  for  Beans,  as  revised, 
effective  September  1,  1941:  Pea  beans; 
Great  Northern  beans;  Small  White 
beans;  Flat  Small  White  beans;  Light 
Red  Kidney  beans;  Dark  Red  Kidney 
beans;  Pink  beans;  Western  Red  Kidney 
beans;  Cranberry  beans;  Small  Red 
beans;  Pinto  beans;  and  Baby  Lima 
beans. 

(2)  "Authorized  purchaser"  means 
any  person  who  holds  an  existing  con- 
tract to  sell  or  deliver  to  a  governmental 
agency  products  prepared,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  from  beans. 

(3)  "Country  shipper"  means  any  per- 
son whose  total  deliveries  of  beans,  ex- 
clusive of  his  deliveries  thereof  to  anoth- 
er country  shipper,  during  any  calendar 
month  subsequent  to  July  1,  1943,  has 
exceeded  or  exceeds  20,000  pounds,  and 
who  (i)  owns  beans,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
which  he  has  caused  to  be  screened, 
sorted,  hand-picked,  polished,  or  other- 
wise cleaned  for  delivery  in  the  dry,  un- 
cooked state,  whether  for  his  own  ac- 
count or  the  joint  account  of  himself 
and  another;  or  (ii)  purchases,  for  his 
own  account  or  for  the  joint  account  of 
himself  and  another,  beans  from  a  grower 
who  caused  such  beans  to  be  screened, 
sorted,  hand-picked,  polished,  or  other- 
wise cleaned  for  delivery  in  the  dry,  un- 
cooked state.  Any  person  who  once  qual- 
ifies as  a  country  shipper  within  this 
definition  shall  thereafter  be  deemed  to 
be  a  country  shipper  and  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  order,  re- 
garaless  of  the  volume  of  his  deliveries 
in  succeeding  months,  unless  he  obtains 
a  release  from  the  Director. 

(4)  "Delivery"  means  the  physical 
transfer  of  beans  from  a  country  shipper 
to  a  buyer.  The  transfer  of  beans  by  a 
country  shipper  to  a  carrier,  truck,  rail- 
road car,  or  other  vehicle  for  transporta- 
tion to  the  buyer,  regardless  of  the  own- 
ership or  control  of  the  carrier  or  vehicle 
being  used  for  such  transportation,  shall 
constitute  a  delivery. 

(5)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 


(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(7)  "Governmental  agency"  means  (i) 
the  armed  services  of  the  United  States; 
f  ii  >  the  War  Food  Administration  <  in- 
cluding but  not  restricted  to  any  cor- 
porate agency  thereof) ;  and  < iii >  any 
other  instrumentality  or  agency  desig- 
nated by  the  War  Food  Administration. 

(8)  "Armed  services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  Navy.  Marine 
Corps,  and  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States,  excluding,  however,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  United  States  Army 
post  exchanges,  United  States  Navy 
ships'  service  departments.  United  States 
Marine  Corps  post  exchanges,  and  similar 
organizations. 

(9)  "Deliveries  into  civilian  channels" 
means  any  delivery  of  beans  to  persons 
other  than  (i)  governmental  agencies; 
(ii)  authorized  purchasers;  (iii)  country 
shippers;  or  (iv)  users  of  such  beans  for 
feed  or  seed  purposes. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  country  shippers. 
(1)  Every  country  shipper  shall,  during 
each  calendar  month,  set  aside  and 
thereafter  hold  for  delivery  to  govern- 
mental agencies  or  authorized  purchasers 
a  quantity  of  Pea  beans.  Great  Northern 
beans,  Flat  Small  White  beans,  Cran- 
berry beans.  Small  Red  beans  or  Pinto 
beans  equal  to  at  least  25  percent  of  his 
total  deliveries  of  such  classes  of  beans 
into  civilian  channels  during  such  cal- 
endar month,  and  a  quantity  of  Small 
White  beans,  Light  Red  Kidney  beans, 
Dark  Red  Kidney  beans,  Western  Red 
Kidney  beans,  Pink  beans  or  Baby  Lima 
beans  equal  to  at  least  100  percent  of  his 
total  deliveries  of  such  classes  of  beans 
into  civilian  channels  during  such  cal- 
endar month. 

(2)  The  beans  set  aside  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  of  U.  S. 
No.  2  grade  or  better,  as  specified  in  the 
United  States  Standards  for  Beans. 

(3>  Beans  set  aside  under  this  order 
may  be  sold  to: 

(i)  Any  governmental  agency  in  re- 
sponse to  announcements  or  notices  by 
such  agencies  that  offers  for  beans  will 
be  received; 

(ii)  Any  authorized  purchaser  who 
furnishes  a  certificate  in  accordance  with 
(c)  hereof;  or 

(iii)  Any  country  shipper  who  acquires 
such  beans  for  the  express  purpose  of 
resale  and  delivery  to  an  authorized  pur- 
chaser or  governmental  agency,  and  who 
furnishes  a  certificate  in  accordance  with 
(c)  hereof. 

(4)  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  beans  sold  and  delivered  ex- 
clusively for  use  as  seed,  in  compliance 


with  State  and  Federal  seed  laws,  or  ex- 
clusively for  use  as  feed  for  poultry  oi 
livestock,  provided  the  purchaser  of  sucr 
beans  furnishes  a  certificate  in  accord 
ance  with  (c)  hereof. 

(c)  Certificates  required.  Every  au- 
thorized purchaser  or  country  shippei 
who  purchases  or  accepts  delivery  ol 
beans  which  have  been  set  aside  undei 
this  order,  and  every  person  who  pur- 
chases or  accepts  delivery  of  any  bean; 
for  use  as  seed  or  as  feed  for  poultry  oi 
livestock,  shall  furnish  to  the  seller  a 
certificate  in  the  form  attached  heretc 
as  Exhibit  A.  A  separate  certificate 
shall  be  furnished  for  each  delivery 
Each  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the 
buyer  or  his  authorized  representative 
and  shall  constitute  a  representation  tc 
the  War  Food  Administrator.  One  copv 
of  the  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
country  shipper  and  one  copy  retained 
by  the  purchaser.  All  certificates  shall 
be  retained  by  the  country  shipper,  for 
at  least  two  years,  for  inspection  by  and 
delivery  to  the  Director  upon  request 
No  country  shipper  shall  be  entitled  tc 
rely  upon  any  such  certificate  if  he  know: 
or  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  it  tc 
be  false. 

(d)  Contracts.  The  restrictions 
hereof  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  the  rights  of  creditors,  prior  contracts 
existing  contracts,  payments  made,  oi 
deliveries  of  beans  made  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  hereof.  This  order  shal. 
not,  however,  be  construed  as  reducing 
the  amount  of  beans  which  any  persor 
is  required  to  set  aside  or  deliver  or  tc 
have  set  aside  and  held  for  delivery  tc 
governmental  agencies  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  order  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  amendment  or  any  existing 
contract  made  with  a  governmenta 
agency,  but  any  quantity  of  beans  de- 
livered after  the  effective  date  of  this 
order  to  any  governmental  agency  oi 
authorized  purchaser,  except  beans  re 
quired  to  be  set  aside  pursuant  to  th( 
provisions  of  this  order  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  amendment  for  de- 
livery to  governmental  agencies,  shall  bf 
allowed  as  a  credit  to  such  person  ir 
determining  the  quantity  of  beans  re 
quired  to  be  set  aside  and  held  for  de 
livery  to  governmental  agencies  pursu 
ant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(e)  Prior  restrictions  modified.  Bean 
in  quantities  less  than  a  carlot  (80,00( 
pounds)  required  to  be  set  aside  pursuan 
to  the  provisions  of  this  order  prior  tc 
July  1,  1943,  may  be  sold  and  deliverec 
to  a  country  shipper  if  such  countr; 
shipper  certifies  to  the  seller  (and  sue! 
certification  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  rep 
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resentation  to  an  agency  of  the  United 
States)  that  he  will  set  aside  and  hold 
such  beans,  or  a  quantity  of  beans  equiv- 
alent thereto,  for  delivery  to  a  govern- 
mental agency  in  addition  to  the  quan- 
tity of  beans  he  is  otherwise  required  to 
set  aside  under  this  order,  as  amended. 
Beans  set  aside  prior  to  July  1,  1943,  in 
quantities  in  excess  of  a  carlot  (80,000 
pounds)  may  be  sold  and  delivered  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graphs (b)  (3)  and  (c)  of  this  order,  as 
amended. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
transactions  in  beans. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  beans  of  any  person,  and  to  make  such 
investigations  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  upon  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  action 
with  reference  to  such  petition  which 
is  consistent  with  the  authority  delegated 
to  him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  Order  Administrator,  he  may,  by 
request  addressed  to  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator, obtain  a  review  of  such  action 
by  the  Director.  After  said  review,  the 
Director  may  take  such  action  as  he 
deems  appropriate,  which  action  shall  be 
final. 

(i)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  .beans. 
Any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and 


all  applicable  laws.  Civil  action  may 
also  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(j)  Releases.  (1)  The  Director  may, 
notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions 
hereof,  release  any  or  all  of  the  beans 
set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  order. 

(2)  Upon  application,  the  Director 
may  release  any  person  from  the  classi- 
fication of  a  "country  shipper"  if  the 
person  seeking  removal  from  such  classi- 
fication shows  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Director  (i)  that  his  total  deliveries  of 
beans  during  each  of  the  two  calendar 
months  next  preceding  the  date  of  his 
application,  exclusive  of  his  deliveries 
to  any  country  shipper,  have  not  ex- 
ceeded 20,000  pounds;  (ii)  that  he  is  cur- 
rently in  compliance  with  the  provisions

To  facilitate  the  handling  of  dry  edi- 
ble beans  set  aside  for  sale  to  govern- 
mental agencies,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration has  amended  War  Food  Order 
No.  45  to  permit  their  delivery,  under 


certain  conditions,  1  among  country 
shippers. 

The  amendment,  effective  August  10, 
1944,  will  enable  country  shippers  with 
sizeable  Government  or  authorized  pur-

Cranberry  beans,  previously  included 
in  the  25  percent  group,  have  been  elim- 
inated from  the  order.

"far  Food  Order  45  as  now  in  effect  is  comprised  only  of  77FO  45  Amendments  5 
and  7.    Amendment  5,  effective  August  10,  1944,  wholly  replaced  the  order  in 
effect  at  the  date  of  its  issuance.     Amendment  7,  which  became  effective  be- 
ginning 12:01  a.m.  E.V.'.T.,  December  1,  1944,  removes  pinto  beans  from  the 
list  of  set-aside  classes  and  breaks  the  remaining  set-aside  classes  of 
beans  into  four  groups  with  set-aside  percertages  as  follows:

Summary  to  WFO-45  Amendment  9 

All  classes  of  dry  beans  may  now  be 
purchased  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  as  well  as  the  U.  S.  armed 
forces  under  Amendment  9  to  War  Food 
Order  45,  effective  August  9,  1945. 
While  this  action  means  that  Depart- 
ment through  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  will  now  be  able  to  pur- 
chase beans  of  all  four  set-aside  groups, 
it  js  not  expected  to  mean  either  more 
or  less  beans  for  civilians  since  civilian 
allocations  of  beans  are  not  affected  by 
the  present  amendment. 


Under  the  previous  purchasing  re- 
strictions— authorized  by  Amendment 
7  to  WFO  45,  issued  December  1,  1944 — 
set-aside  beans  in  Groups  1,  2,  and  3  were 
restricted  for  purchase  by  the  armed 
forces  or  their  authorized  purchasers, 
leaving  only  set-aside  beans  in  Group  4 
for  purchase  by  CCC.  This  was  made 
necessary  because  of  a  shortage  of  beans 
and  the  necessity  of  insuring  that  the 
armed  forces  would  receive  their  require- 
ments. Amendment  9,  permitting  pur- 
chase of  all  four  groups  of  beans  by  both 
CCC  and  the  armed  forces,  is  a  return  to

month  beginning  November  1,  1946  (on

Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provisions  of  this  order 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws. 
Civil  action  may  also  be  instituted  to  en- 
force any  liability  or  duty  created  by,  or

(m)  Releases.  (1)  The  Administra- 
tor may,  notwithstanding  any  of  the 
provisions  hereof,  release  any  or  all  of 
the  beans  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  when  he  deems  such 
action  in  the  public  interest. 


(2)  Upon  application,  the  Order  Ad-

Set-asides  for  dry  beans,  applicable  to 
any  person  who  buys  more  than  20,000 
pounds  of  designated  classes  of  beans 
from  producers  during  any  calendar 
month,  were  announced  today  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
Amendment  10  to  War  Food  Order  45. 

Beginning  October  1, 1946  all  such  buy- 
ers will  be  required  to  set  aside  20  per- 
cent of  all  pea  and  great  northern  beans, 
15  percent  of  all  pink  and  small  red 
beans  and  33  V3  percent  of  all  red  kidney 
beans  bought  direct  from  producers. 
Set-asides  will  be  on  a  class  by  class 
basis. 

Dry  bean  set-asides  has  been  sus- 
pended October  1,  1945  when  it  appeared 
that  military  and  other  Government  re- 
quirements could  be  filled  by  open  raar- 
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ket  purchases.  Set-asides  are  being  re- 
instated now,  but  in  modified  form,  be- 
causes  of  continued  heavy  requirements 
in  excess  of  the  anticipated  1946  crop. 

Under  the  amended  order,  anyone  who 
buys  more  than  20  000  pounds  of  the 
designated  classes  of  dry  beans  from  pro- 
ducers in  any  calendar  month  is  defined 
as  a  "country  shipper".  This  may  in- 
clude bean  canners,  wholesalers,  retail 
stores  and  others  who  formerly  were  not 
required  to  make  a  set-aside.  Each 
month  the  "country  shipper"  must  re- 
port his  purchases  from  producers  and 
other  country  shippers  to  the  Production 
and  Marketing  Administration. 


Within  thirty  days  after  making  a  set- 
aside,  the  "country  shipper"  must  offer 
beans  of  U.  S.  No.  2  grade  or  better  to  a 
governmental  agency,  or  an  "authorized 
purchaser".  Under  specified  conditions, 
however,  he  may  transfer  the  set-aside 
to  another  country  shipper. 

"Authorized  purchasers"  include  per- 
sons who  hold  contracts  to  deliver  beans 
or  a  product  prepared  therefrom  to  a 
governmental  agency,  those  who  pur- 
chase beans  for  delivery  to  General  Sup- 
plies Administration,  Government  of 
Puerto  Rico,  and  any  other  persons 
designated  by  the  Order  Administrator.

Summary  to  WFO  45  Partial  Suspension 

All  set-asides  of  dry  beans  for  military 
and  other  Government  purchases  have 
been  suspended  for  an  indefinite  period 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  effec- 
tive October  1. 

Dealers  will  be  required,  however,  to 
hold  for  delivery  to  Government  agen- 
cies and  authorized  purchasers  the  quan- 
tities set  aside  through  ' September  30, 
and  to  continue  to  make  monthly  reports 


under  the  provisions  of  War  Food  Order 
No.  45-1. 

WFO  45  was  put  into  effect  in  1943  for 
the  purpose  of  assuring  the  armed  forces 
and  Government  procurement  agencies 
the  quantities  of  beans  needed  to  meet 
military,  lend-lease  and  other  require- 
ments. 

The  set-aside  has  been  suspended  at 
this  time  as  a  part  of  the  Department's 
policy  to  lift  wartime  marketing  con- 
trols at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Mili- 
tary and  other  Government  purchases 


of  dry  beans  after  September  30,  will  be 
made  in  the  open  market. 

This  year's  crop  of  dry  beans  has  been 
estimated  at  15,370,000  bags  of  100 
pounds  each  (uncleaned  basis)  as  com- 
pared with  16,128,000  bags  produced  in 
1944.  The  total  supply  (including  carry- 
over) available  for  civilians  will  be 
about  the  same  as  in  1944-45. 

Prices  to  producers  are  being  sup- 
ported by  Government  purchases  and 
agreements  with  the  trade  to  pay  pro- 
ducers the  support  prices.

Agriculture.  Beans  already  set  aside 
were  also  released  from  all  restrictions 
under  the  order. 

Dry  bean  set-asides  had  been  reinsti- 
tuted  recently  through  WFO  No.  45,  as 
amended,  in  order  to  obtain  limited  sup- 
plies for  Government  agencies,  U.  S. 
Territories,  and  foreign  consumers. 

Department  officials  stated  that  re- 
moval of  price  ceilings  on  dry  beans 
makes  administration  of  the  order  im- 
practicable. 
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
